HIS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  coronation  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  which  is  to  take  place 
on  the  2nd  day  of  June,  1953,  will  be  an  event  of 
historical  importance: 

And  that  it  has  been  the  traditional  practice  in 
Canada  for  the  Sovereign  to  mark  occasions  of 
such  importance  by  an  act  of  gracious  mercy: 

And  that  it  appears  to  be  appropriate  and  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  regard  of  Her  Majesty  for  the  needy 
and  unfortunate  that  a  measure  of  clemency  should 
be  extended  to  prisoners  in  this  Province  convicted 
of  offences  against  the  Statutes  of  the  Province: 

The  undersigned  has  therefore  the  honour  to 
recommend,  under  authority  of  the  “  Constitution 
Act,”  being  chapter  65  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1948,”  that: — 

1.  Your  Honour  may  be  pleased  to  exercise  the 
Royal  prerogative  of  mercy  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  out  in  respect 
of  every  person  who,  having  been  convicted  of  an 
offence  under  any  Statute  of  the  Province,  and 
having,  on  or  before  the  29th  day  of  May,  1953, 
been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  a  definite  term 
of  imprisonment  of  thirty  days  or  more,  is  on  that 
day  in  custody  in  prison  pursuant  to  that  sentence. 

2.  A  person  mentioned  in  paragraph  1  shall  be 
entitled  to  remission  of  one-third  of  the  time  for 
which  he  is  sentenced  to  be  confined. 

3.  The  portion  of  time  to  be  remitted  hereunder 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  remission  earned  under 
the  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Police  and 
Prisons  Regulation  Act.” 

4.  Where  a  person  to  whom  paragraph  1  applies 
has  forfeited  days  of  remission  earned  under  the 
regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Police  and 
Prisons  Regulation  Act,”  or  has  failed  to  earn  days 
of  remission  under  those  regulations  or  hereafter 
forfeits  or  fails  to  earn  days  of  remission  under 
those  regulations,  the  portion  of  time  so  forfeited 
or  not  earned  shall  be  deducted  from  the  portion 
of  time  to  be  remitted  hereunder. 

5.  No  remission  shall  be  granted  hereunder  in 
respect  of  a  person  who,  having  been  sentenced  on 
or  before  the  29th  day  of  May,  1953,  is  at  large 
on  bail  pending  the  hearing  of  his  appeal.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 

Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬
